Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  introduction  to  my  contribution  to  the  Annual  Report 
is  very  brief.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  v/crk  carried  out 
during  1959  basically  ver^’"  similar  to  that  carried  out  in 
1958,  The  pre-eminence  given  to  housing  woi’ks  continued  and 
other  statutory  duties  received  much  less  attention  tlaan  was 
requisite . 

Slum  Clearance  continues  at  a  stcadyif  not  spectactular 
rate,  but  the  improvement  of  other  dwellings,  obsolete  principally 
because  of  lack  of  modern  facilities,  although  moro  satisfactory 
than  for  previous  years  is  still  belov;  the  required  level. 

Further  observations  on  these  and  other  works  are  continued 
mider  their  respective  lieadings. 

Until  satisfactory  staffing  arrangements  are  made  that  allow 
for  adequate  field  work  to  be  carried  out,  it  v.dll  not  be  possible 
for  an  Annual  Report,  reviewing  with  satisfaction  the  years  vrork, 
to  be  prodxicod.  The  Coimcil  are,  hov/ever,  at  the  i^resent  time 
engaged  in  reviewing  staffing  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

I  wash  to  express  ty  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Member 
for  the  interest  they  have  shovm  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  j^car,  to  note  the  good  w^ork  cari’icd  out  by 
Miss  Bryant  and  to  tiianlc  my  colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their 
continued  co-operation.

Obser^/ations  -  The  Slun  Clearance  progranne  vras  still  running  to 
sctiedule  at  tlie  end  of  the  year  and  could,  therefore  be  described 
as  reasonably  satisf actoiy. 

It  Y/ould  now  seen  that  the  next  yea-r  or  so  \;all  have  seen 
the  clearance  of  those  properties  the  existance  of  v/hich  v/as  a 
disgi’acc  to  nodern  society. 

There  renains,  however,  a  considerable  nunber  of  houses 
T/Mch  are  not  fit  by  nodern  standards,  even  if  they  are  seen  as 
lit  within  the  scoi^e  of  existing  lav/.  These  ca,n  be  placed  in 
two  categories.  Thoso-tliat  could  be  made  fit  by  repair  and 
inprovenent  and  those  v/hich  because  of  their  degree  of  unfitness 
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imdapt ability  to  modernisation  or  congested  and  xinsatisfactory 
location,  are  ’beyond  the  scope  of  iinpirovenent  and  nmst,  therefore, 
"be  cleared  in  the  not  too  distant  futuroe. 


Tifith  regard  to  the  fii’st  group.  us  it  has  not  "been 
possible  to  survey  all  properties  in  the  tovTn  their  exact  number 
is  not  Iniov/n.  What  is  certain,  however,  is  that  despite  the 
welcome  increase  in  the  number  of  improvement  grants  over  the 
last  year,  the  battle  for  the  prese:cvation  of  this  type  of  property 
is  still  beirig  loot  and  it  will  require  ov/nor  occiipiers  and 
landlords  alike  to  take  up  the  offers  of  grants  to  improve  their 
properties  to  a  much  greater  degree  if  the  tide  is  to  be  turned. 

The  second  group  of  properties  are  also  many  in  number 
and  all  that  can  be  hoped  for  in  their  case  is  that  they  bo  kept 
in  as  reasonable  repair  as  possible  until  it  is  their  turn  to  fall 
under  the  hammer  of  the  demolition  contractor. 

Doubtless  the  next  decade  will  see  the  elimination  of 
this  type  of  property.  As  a  young  nan  perhaps  I  an  too  inpatient 
to  see  their  disappearance  but  mj/'  constant  contact  with  families 
living  in  these  outmoded  conditions  makes  me  feel  this  is  a  niatter 
in  which  authorities  generally  cannot  hurry  too  quickly.  It  is 
to  ny  mind  a  tradgodj?-  that  some  young  families  eager  to  free 
themselves  fi’on  those  conditions  will  be  unable  to  do  so  for 
several  years  yet.  It  is  also  regre table  to  say  the  least  that 
many  older  folic  have  become  so  used  to  damp,  dismal  and  unattractive 
surroundings  that  they  are  now  taken  for  granted  as  an  accepted 
vjoy  of  life. 


Of  course  there  is  another  side  to  the  picture  in  that  not 
all  occupants  of  such  dwellings  are  deserving  of  rehousirg  or 
make  sufficient  efforts  themselves  to  improve  their  conditions, 
Nevertheless  I  believe  such  people  to  be  a  minority. 

The  continiiation  and  indeed  e^ci^ansion  of  the  clearance 
programme  is  necessary  not  only  to  secure  that  all  inliabitants 
have  adequate  acconnodation  in  vdiicli  to  lead  their  daily  lives, 
but  supplementary  to  this,  to  replace  w^orn  exit  accommodation  of 
low  ratable  value  v/ith  good  class  properties  of  higher  ^htable 
value  and  not  least  to  make  all  streets  of  the  tov/n  sucli  that 
town  dvrellers  and  visitors  a,like  can  tread  them  and  feel  elevated  : 
rather  than  depressed.

The  present 
operator  vas  retained,  hut  uas  enployed  for  approrinatel^T-  50^ 
of  his  tine  on  other  duties.  dctual  treatnent  -vTorlc  itus  not 
substantially  re6.uced  hut  nuch  less  survey  work  -vms  carried  out. 
InsToff icient  tine  has  elapsed  for  a  proper  assessnent  as  to  the 
efficiency  of  this  arrangement  to  he  made.  Thirty  one  business 
premises  were  treated,  under  agreenent  when  found  to  he  infested. 
Treatment  charges  were  continued  at  6/-  per  hour. 

T’vo  sewer  treatnent s  were  carried  out  enploj^irug  cm  extended 
baiting  system  using  acute  poisons.  Unlike  previous  jrears  the 
treatments  did  not  cover  the  whole  of  the  sevrered  area,  hut  only 
those  areas  which  from  past  experience  were  knovm  to  he  infested.
